The pen is mightier than the sword 
and one set of Salvador stamps are re- 
minders that on one occasion at least, the 
telegraph accomplished more than a host 
of rebel bullets . . . 

Ever since Central America achieved 
independence of Spain attempts have 
been made to unite the five republics 
into a union. Each country has been di- 
vided into “unionists” and “anti-union- 
ists’ and while the aims were quite dif- 
ferent from those of the similarly tagged 
groups in the United States today, there’s 
no denying that back in the 1890’s the 
supporters of each side made Central 
American life far from tranquil, too. 

The brothers Carlos and Antonio 
Ezeta, musicians, had traveled Central 
America’s smallest republic in that occu- 
pation, but finding the rewards indiffer- 
ent, gave up the theater for the some- 
times more lucrative career of politics— 
on the anti-union side. On June 22, 
1890, President Menendez was deposed 
by a successful revolution and as part 
of the celebration faced the firing squad. 
At the age of 35 Carlos Ezeta found him- 
self provisional president, which an 
“election” promptly made permanent. 
Brother Antonio became vice-president 
and general of the army. They had ad- 
vanced from minstrels to the highest 
(and most precarious) offices of the re- 
public in a few short years! 

WAR WITH GUATEMALA 


The neighboring republic of Guate- 
mala was much in favor of the union 
(perhaps it would be the largest unit) 
and like too many neighbors was deter- 
mined on having its neighbors think the 
same way. Then, too, Guatemalans had 
another grievance, having lost their 
greatest president, Rufino Barrios, when 
he was killed on April 2, 1885, while 
invading Salvador. The general, you will 
remember, is a familiar figure on Guate- 
malan postal paper. His _ successor, 
President Barillas, was determined to 
achieve his illustrious predecessor’s ob- 
jective. On July 17, 1890, he invaded 
Salvador, but to the surprise of all, Gen- 
eral Ezeta proved himself no less pro- 
ficient in military strategy than on the 
Stage and on July 20 defeated the Gua- 
temalans with heavy losses to them. 
Following up his victory with a counter- 
invasion of Guatemala, he was routed 
and so both countries were back where

they were when hostilities opened. | 
Troops were massed and by July 27 Bar 
illas had some 40,000 opposing Ezeta’s 
10,000. Fortunately for the latter a rev 
olution broke out in Guatemala and be 
fore the war could be resumed both 
countries agreed to mediation by the 
United States. Perhaps the Guatemalans 
were impressed with the celerity with 
which Antonio suppressed a Salvador 
revolution which started on July 31 and 
ended next day with capture and shoot 
ing of the leader. 

President Carlos, proud of his family’s 
exploits, and having time for such trifles 
(military operations having quieted), N. 
F. Seebeck of undying philatelic notori 
ety, was instructed to prepare a set of 
stamps with the president’s portrait in 
lieu of the usual coat of arms. In 1893 
the eleven values (Scott’s A21) appeared, 
the president being gaily adorned with 





a helmet of the type later glorified by 
Mack Sennett and which at the time was

date. It now appears that the stamps 
will not be placed on sale at the service 
academies until the middle of May. 


Total sales of the Philatelic Agency 
for the month of March amounted to 
$239,809.52, according to an announce 
ment this week by post office officials. 
At the same time, figures for the first 
quarter, ending March 31 were also re 
leased, amounting to $601,081.03. The 
March figures were about $15,000 high 
er than February. 


Although the moving of the Phila 
telic Agency and exhibition room of the 
post office department to larger head- 
quarters has been delayed, it has been 
stated that the new offices will be ready 
for occupancy, April 18. 


Post Office officials are in receipt of a 
request for a commemorative stamp to 
be issued in connection with the 150th 
anniversary of the passage of the ordi 
nance for the purchase of the North 
west Territory in 1778. 


According to reliable information just 
received, there are plenty of Trans 
Pacific 1935s still at the agency. When 
the announcement was forthcoming some 
months ago concerning the issuance of 
the 20- and 50-cent Trans-Pacifics, there 
was a rush for the ’35s. Opinion was 
that these stamps would be taken off 
sale. However, such will not be the 
case. There were 10,300,000 of this is- 
sue printed. Many were in poor con- 
dition and will be redeemed, but the 
stock will remain on sale until exhausted, 
and not scrapped April 21. During the 
last few weeks there has been a sharp 
decline in the purchase of these airmails. 


The Philippine bureau of posts, 
through its philatelic agency here, has 
announced that a profit of 1,211,495.19 
pesos has been realized for 1936. The 
increased income was netted largely 
through the issuance of the Common- 
wealth, Quezon, Rizal, Clipper and Arn- 
acal stamps. According to James Waldo 
Fawcett of the Washington Star, “spec- 
ulators are known to have bought large 
quantities” of these stamps. 


There is a buzzing around Washing 
ton philatelic circles that several foreign 
governments expect to open philatelic 
agencies in Washington. Just what 
countries will be represented is not 
known, but it is believed that Cuba, the 
Soviet, and Italy are interested. Last

Richard Tokunaga sends a cover from 
the U. S. S. Argonaut under date of 
March 18 for the arrival of Amelia Ear 
hart, a beautiful cachet. James Chun 
sends one for the arrival of the navy’s 
new air squadron at Pearl Harbor.

Has Ir CoME? 


Let us quote a line or two from the 
ad of Adolph Gunesch as it appeared re- 
cently in the various stamp papers. 
“Until further notice 50% discount on all 
bureaus, old or new—” Perhaps this is 
a little free advertisement but we also 
want to bring out a point or two if pos- 
sible. It has been the belief of this hum 
ble one and many of his older collector 
friends that the rapid gain made by bu 
reau prints from one catalog to another 
was not altogether a natural one but in 
many cases was forced. We always 
thought that the ceiling would be reached 
sometime, but thought it would happen 
long before this. One thing that delayed 
the reaching of the peak in prices was 
the fact that collectors started and were, 
of course, aided by dealers to collect per- 
fection copies. Almost any bureau print 
collector you meet or correspond with 
will not accept anything but perfection 
copies. This from an issue that was 
not noted to be well centered anyway. 
Nevertheless I firmly believe that there 
exists in the U. S. enough material to 
supply the wants of collectors to warrant 
a 50 per cent decrease in prices. There 
are a few exceptions to this, of course. 
With a dealer such as Gunesch leading

The thought that struck us when we 
first looked at the first day cover which 
three new regular values of 
Canadian stamps received through the 
kindness of R. J. Lewis, was the radical 
departure from the usual likenesses of 
the reigning monarch as shown on the 
King George VI is
